LOCAL AND GENERAL NEWS. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


Rulings of Dr. Edwards as to the 


Scope of the Law. 


Home doubls and misunderstandings 


having arisen in regard to the scope and 
meaning of the provisions of the Compul- 
sory Education law of Illinois, ])r. Ed- 
wards, the state superintendent, has ren- 
dered ilie following decisions, which are 
of such general interest that we have 
been nskeJ to publish them and gladly 
do so: 


" The first section of the Compulsory 


Education law contains the following 
mandatory provisions: 


"' 1. Every person shall send his chil- 


dren to school at least sixteen weeks each 
year, provided the children are between 
the ages of 7 and 14 years. 


"' He must send such children to 


school consecutively (regularly) for at 
least eight weeks. 


'":! The time for sending such chil- 


dren to school shall commence with the 
beginning of the tirst term of the school 
year, or BK soon thereafter us due notice 
shall be served upon the person having 
control of such children.' 


"The above are the duties imposed by 


this law upon the parent or other person 
having the control of children. Then 
follows a clause which provides: 'Err 
every neglect of such a duty the parent 
or other person may be fined and seat to 
jail until the fine is pi.id.' 


"Here, then, is the penalty. It may be 


imposed, as the law says, 'for every neg- 
lect of such duty.' The penalty may be 
imposed when the parent neglects to 
send his child to school sixteen weeks in 
each year; it may be imposed when the 
parent neglects to send his child to 
school at least eight consecutive weeks 
in the year; it may be imposed when the 
parent neglects to commence sending 
his child to school at the beginning of 
the first term of the school year, provided 
the board performs its dnty by giving 
notice to such delinquent parent. If the 
board, upon investigation, finds that such 
children are being properly educated in 
a private tchool, or othenvibe no penalty 
need be imposed 


"The proper courfe for a school board 


to pursue under this law, is in my opin- 
ion, to first appoint a truant 
officer.

It should constantly be his aim to gee 
nil children of age into schools rather 
than devote Ins tune to securing 'convic- 
tion-,'under the law. lie should inter- 
\i"w drlinqiient parents and solicit them 
to f-end their children to school, 
It, 


seems to me that there will lie tune 
enough to consider the 'penalty' after 
purems are notified and postively refuse 
to ediu-iit" their children. The Compul- 
sory Education law was not passed for 
tils purpuseof enabling school boards to 
get all children of proper age to attend 
school. In the enforcement of such a law 
the penalty is the last thing to be con- 
sidered. ASH rule it should be inflicted 
onh when all other means fall 


'1 his law is being pretty generally en- 


forced throughout the State, and but few 
cases have arisen where it has been nec- 
essary to begin prosecution? under th» 
law. 
The great iijirorty of our p.-ople 


are law abiding, 
and when proper! s 
- 


aotilled of the requirements of the law 
they will obey them without being prose 
cuted. A few cases have arisen wh> re 
parents without good cause obstinately 
refused, after being duly notified, to send 
their children to school. 
J'rosecutions 


were begun, and parents were not only 
compelled to pay the penalty but in one 
case, at least, the parents were immedi- 
ately renotified and were compelled to 
send their children to school. Such cases, 
however, are rare, because, as I have said, 
parents, when properly notified, will obey 
the law rather than submit to criminal 
prosecution. A compulsory law, similar 
in its provisions to ours, has been in force 
in Massachusetts for several years. 
It 


has been enforced with satisfactory re- 
sults. Its provisions have been sutained, 
although in point of clearness it is not 
equal to the Illinois li\w. Our law excels 
that of Massachusetts ia that our Legis- 
lature has provided when the time shall 
begin. 


"The compulsory law provides that 


directors may approve any private school 
and allow pupils to attend it, provided 
such private school teaches the subjects 
of reading, writing, arithmetic, history of 
the United States, and geography, all in 
the English language. I take it that the 
compulsory law does not ncscs 83ar ly in- 
terfere with the working of any private 
or parochial school unless such school 
fails to teach the branches above enumer- 
ated in the English language. The re- 
sponsibility of approving these private 
or sectarian schools rests upon the Boards 
of Directors and Boards of Education of 
the public schools. Under the provisions 
of the compulsory law there can be no 
objection to the teaching of German 
and religion in these sectarian schools, 
provided the common school branches are 
well taught in the English language."

MakTuT- the Sun Work. 


One. of the most notable inventions 


displayed at the Paris exhibition i-s an 
apparatus for transforming the he.it i-f 
the sun into motive power for pumping 
water and other mechanical uses. It is 
the device of a French inventor named 
Charles Tc-llicr. 


This apparatus is of great interest as 


foreshadowing the time when solar heat, 
in combination with electric transmis- 
sion of force, will be made to furnish 
motive power for all engines, and take 
the place of coal and steam—a change 
which will vastly cheapen manufactures 
and travel, and greatly enhance human 
comfort the world over. 


The heat which comes to the earth in 


the sun's beams is, as has long been 
known, the equivalent of from one to 
five or more horse power for every 
square yard of the earth's surface, ac- 
cording to the latitude and the reason of 
the year. 


The utilization of this waste heat, its 


convetsion into usable power, has been 
the study oi inventors, imd much time 
and great sums of money have been 
spent upon it. 
M. TVllier'a contrivance 


aims to accomplish this object.—Suedes- 
boro News. 


A I'itnuiuA Wooden Leg. 


A eelt-'bratrd wooden leg has been dis- 


covered in an old Vinceimes shop, which 
was once a smithy.

How the Funimis Bowie Brotliera 


a HuiiilreJ Savages. 


Col. John S. 'Moore, of New Orleans, 


fraud n.'pl.ew of the celebrated 
Jim 


Bowie, the inventor of the knife which 
bears his name, and one of the Alamo 
heroes, contributes the followins to the 
archives of the Alamo Monument asso- 
ciation: • 


In 1S31 a small party of adventurous 


spirits, eleven in number, consisting of 
Rezin P. and James Bowie, their two 
servant boys, Messrs. Buchanan, Maoa- 
line, Stern, Cephas Hainiu anJ three 
other persons, left San Antonio to visit 
the old San Saba silver mines. On the 
morning of the third day of llu-ir journey 
they were visited by an Indian, who 
claimed to be a messenger from Chief 
Isnonin, ami whose medul lie exhibited 
a? his credentials, bearing them a warn- 
iivi fiorn Isaonij. that about 100 tinfriend- 
Iy%nui;e3 wore on their trail. 
Uezin 


Itonie, who spoke many Indian dialects, 
conferred with the messenger in his 
tongue, after which lie advised his party 
to select a favorable spot and intrench 
themselves. 
A position was chosen near 


a hill, where the ground was covered 
with a few trees and some thick under- 
brush, amidst which a spring gushed 
from the earth. 
Working all night, the 


travelers finally completed a breastwork 
of sods around" the thicker. They placed 


tk.e servants, hor»es and pack mules in a 
eoM'red situation at the sprin0', and 
rested awhile to await events 
ibout 8 


in the mormm;. when the sun lit up the 
hill in front of them, it revealed its sum- 
mit covered with Indian:-, who hoisted o 
white flag. 
Alter a conciliation Kez 


Bowie ai.d fiucli.man pa^d outside the 
trench works to parley w i t h tin in. 
As 


they approached the hill the savages 
waved their Hag and called out: 'How 
d'ye do? [low d'ye do?' and lindon them 
at the same time. Several bullets passec 
through Bowie's hunting blouse, leaving 
him uuscratched. Poor Buchanan was 
not so fortunate, for a bullet struck his 
leg, breaking it. 
As Buchanan fell 


Bow ie caught him by the arm, and lift 
ing him by the shoulder, started to carrj 
him back to shelter. Eight Indians armed 
with tomahawks pursued Bowie, who 
thus heavily burdened, rouid ill have do 
fended hi.ns. It, but his party lirul from 
their inlreiK-liments on the advancing 
foes, killing four of them, and the re- 
'maining four ran back to their shelter. 


"Firing now began in earnest between 


the i.ppooin;,' forces, and fortunately the 
Indians could not discover what number 
of men were concealed in the bushes 
back of the little fortifications. 
The 


small force, reduced by two—for in ad- 
dition to Buchanan being wounded, Mas- 
culine was killed—fought unceasingly 
the entire day. 
Those engaged in the 


fight said that the contrast in the manner 
of the two Bowies was most striking. 
James passed from one point to another, 
giving orders, looking, and firing. At 
the same time Rezin maintained an un- 
broken silence, raised his gun witli cool- 
ness and deliberation, bringing down a 
redskin at each shot. During the night 
the Indians passed the time mourning 
their dead, and with the coming of day 
vanished as quietly as they had appeared. 
The whites now made preparations for 
returning to San Antonio. 
Poor Masca- 


line was buried and rocks piled over his 
grave to secure it from depredations of 
wolves. The great trouble was what tn 
do with Buchanan. Rezin Bowie, ever 
prolific in expedients, made a strong de- 
coction ut ouk bark by boilimr the bark 
in watri 
This he thickened with corn 


meal. :.',d, ispivadin-; it on a cloth and 
spr'i.l.hng it with gunpowder, he formed 
a poullicu which lie wrapped about Bu- 
chanan's leg. 
Around this lie tightly 


sewed a oneiingof buckskin. ,ind, pack- 
ing the patient on his home, off 
the 


party started. 
After several day»' travel 


Howie examined Buchanan's leg, and, 
finding it in a fair way to recovery, re- 
iiewod the same dressing, and tuidir this 
rough and .singular treatment the limb 
r, covered entirely. This party of men 
ii"ve'r made another attempt to reach 
the Kan Saba mines."—San Antonio Cor.
